In reviewing the past scholastic year we find many encouraging 
features. Our teachers have been earnest and efficient, ever anxi- 
ously watching over the mora! and intellectual development of those 
under their charge. It bas been apparent, even to a casual observer, 


that they bave shown more thaw common interest in their scholars. 
Two of the schools have bad ()« sawe teachers Summer and Winter. 
This plan should always be so) ted, whenever it is practicable. 
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It is unnecessary to particularize any one of the teachers. It may 
be said of them all, ‘*‘Well done.” ‘I'heir instructions have been 
th rough, constantly endeavoring to bring up the standard of educa- 
tion to a higher plain. We would not be understood to say that 
everything in regard to the schools has been perfect, because so long 
as instruction is progressive, perfection is not attainable; but in 
justice it may be said that their labors have been well directed and 
should be satisfactory to all interested. 

In the first part of the year a spirit of division seemed to threaten 
the welfare of one district; but this cloud has passed away. Pro- 
gress is triumphant. 

District No. 3 now justly boasts the best and most commodious 
schooi house. Never have the children of this district appeared so 
studious, contented and happy, as at my visit in the new school room. 

We hope soon to see light, healthful and cheerful rooms in 
place of the low, unhealthy and cheerless ones in present use, 
The discipline in our schools throughout the town has been a 
fair average with the best of other years. In one or two instances 
there has been some annoyance to teachers, by the larger scholars, 
who should have been examples of good behavior, and patterns for 
the younger ones. 

Vocal music has been practiced in some of the schools. It would 
be well if more attention could be paid to this branch of education. 

Declamation and composition have received a share of time, and 
in some instances with marked success, and in all it is a step in the 
right direction. A tong felt need has been supplied, this last term, 
by the introduction of new Readers, which have given mutual satis- 


faction.
